There are times and places when the 
heart is so full that the tongue cannot 


give utterance to that which the mind 
would have it express, and it was with 
much fear and trembling that I at last 
accepted the kind invitation of your 
Commander, the playmate of my child- 
hood, to say a few words on Memorial 
Day to my old comrades and friends. In 
years past, you have had for your Me- 
morial day speakers, orators, scholars, 
poets, and historians, who by their el- 
oquent words and sound logic, have 
within your hearts struck keynotes of 
patriotism and made you all, I hope, 
better lovers of your God, your country 
and your fellowmen. 

Today there comes befbre you a plain 
soldier of the republic with a simple 
message ‘‘The Story of the Battle,” a 
few words only but telling of noble 
deeds of heroic men, for facts spcak 
more eloquently than any language 
that I possess, and noble deeds will live 
in history so long as true and lofty 
manhood is admired by the human race 

In the simple story which I am about 
to relate, I desire as far as possible to 
eliminate all that is personal. And 
above all things I wish it to be under- 
stood that in, speaking of a battalion 
which was raised in your own city, and 
its immediate vicinity, I am speaking 
also for hundreds of thousands of other 
brave men. who on battle fields and 
blood stained decks, heard clearly the 
call to duty and stood with their lives 
the sacrifice, in defense of our beloved 
country. 

The smoke from Sumpter’s guns had 
hardly cleared away and their yibra-- 
tions were still shaking the country 
when the call for the milita to protect, 
the National capitol was given by 
Abraham Lincoln, President of theUni- 
ted States on April 15th 1861. The morn- 
ing of April 16 opened cold and dreary. 
Essex street was crowded with the good 
citizens of Lawrence who had turned 
out enmasse to bid good-bye and wish | 
God speed to the soldier boys of Co. F, 
Warren Light Guard, Capt. B. F. Chad- 
bourne, and Co. L, Lawrence Light In- 
fantry, Capt. John Pickering, of the Old 
Sixth Mass. Vol. militia. | 

Without your permission, Mr. Mayor, | 
(you see I did not have time to obtinin 
it) I, too, reported on Essex street in- 
stead of at the Oliver Grammar schoo! 
where you at that time was my teacher, 
as master of the second’ division. I 
know it is a little late but this is the 
first opportunity I have had to’confess 
my guilt and publicly apologize for my 
breach of discipline. 

Well do I remember looking 
awe and admiration gn the members of | 
the two companies, as they|stood in the | 
street waiting for the command “For- | 
ward.” At last they were_off, and with | 
heavy heart TI returned to school room, | 
but not to study, for mere child that | 
I was the Union cause that day re- 
ceived in spirit one of its youngest re- 
cruits. | 

Then came Baltimore ant as at Lex- 
ington, Massachusetts was first to shed 
her bloed in the creation of the nation, 
so in the streets of Baltimore, the 
blood of Massachusetts was first to be 
poured out for thé nation’s’ salvation 
and redemption, and today your Post 
keeps bright on the tablet of fame the 
name of one of the first heroes in the- 
war for the Union, Sumner H. Needham 
of Lawrence. Corp. Company I, Sixth 
Mass, Vol. Militia. That was 38 years 
ago. Let me read to you Baltimore's 
sentiments at that time, as expressed 
in the words written by a Baltimorian:

I have not time on this occasion to 
go into the details of the midnight 
march to Camp Celleramah, the build- 
ing of forts before Wasnington, the 
transfer of Companies K. B.and C, to 
Harper's Ferry, the evacuation of that 
stronghold just before the Gettysburg 


campaign, the march to Fredericks City 


the hanging of the two sptes, the hold- 
ing of Monacacy Bridge, assisted by the 
Tenth Mass. Battery during the battle, 
the forced march back to Berlin to save 
the Pontoon Bridge from falling into 
the hands of’ Mosby, the returning to 
Maryland Heights, and then back to 
rejoin our regiment at Washington. 
Grant, the greatest living soldier of 


‘the age is now in supreme command. 


The Army of the Potomac, under the 
direct command of Gen. George E. 
Mead is engaged with the Confederate 
Army of Northern Virginia in that ter- 
rible death struggle, ““The Battle of. the 
Wilderness.”’ Night and day the con- 
flict rages, men go down by thousands, 
inch by inch Lee is forced back, always 
fighting stubborn! 
worthy of a be cause. Finally the 
Second Army Corps, led by Hancock, 
the superb, breaks through the lines 
at the bloody angle and carries all be- 
fore it, and Lee is compelled to take up 
a new line of defence, the front of 
which is at Spottsylvania. 

It is the night of the 18th of May, the 
supper of hard tack and coffee is finish- 
ed and tattoo has been sounded, (blov 
eall,) and the boys are stretched out 
before the Bivouac fires telling stories 
and singing the old familiar war songs 
of ‘Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, the Boys 
are Marching,” “We Will Rally Round 
the Flags, Boys,” “In the Prison Cell I 
Sit,” and then came a song I shall neve¥ 
forget. Efow still the night seemed 
when the clear, musical voicei of one 
of our best singers was heard singing 
those sad sweet lines: 

“Just before the battle, mother, 
thinkirg most of you, 


I am 


While upon the field we're watching 
with the enemy in view, 

Comrades brave around me lying, filled 
with thoughts of home and God 

Fur well they know that on the morrow, 


some will sleep beneath the sod.”’ 


Irver prophecy was never uttered, 
for the morrow’s setting sun shone for 
the last time into the face of the sweet 
stinger and many of his brave com- 
rades, but those faces were cold in 
death. 

The song is ence! and stillness reigns 
only broken now and then by occasion- 
al picket shot at the front, or the dull 
booming of artillery away off, to the 
extreme’ left. Taps are sounded, that 
last call of the day, when all lights are 
extinguished. ' 

On the afternoon of the 19th, the regi- 
ment is being held in reserve near army 
headquarters. The whole army is now 
moving to the left. This exposes our 
line of communication by the way of 
Fredericksburg, from which point an 
immense supply train is now moving 
with rations for the army. Rebel spies 
have noticed the fact, and reporting 
the same to their commander, Gen. 
Elwell’s corps is ordered to capture the 
train, and also the commander of the 
army at headquarters at all hazards. 
The first notice of their approach is the 
distant picket firing on our right. Our 
regiment with two or three others near 
headquarters are ordered to hold them- 
selves in readiness to. move at. a mo- 
ment’'s notice. About 2.80 p. m., we 
moved up the road, turning to the right 
from the Pike and then wheeling to the

left into a large open field on the Harris, 


Farm, Where we formed en masse bat- 
talion front. At 3.30 p. m., orders are 
received Cetailing Companies F., of 
Lawrence and D of Salem to deploy as 
skirmishers along our front and to 
move out in the direction of the Nye 
river, This movement is supported by 
the First Battalion (North Essex) un- 
der the command of Major Frank A. 
Rolfe of Lawrence, a strict disciplina- 
rian, a brave officer and an ideal sol- 
dier, As we stood in line of battle, Com- 
panies B, of Methuen, H of Andover, 
and K and F of Lawrence (the latter 
on the skirmish line) the patriots of 
the old Merrimack Valley, were well 
represented. We were assured by all 
the general officdrs that there was no 
force in our front except a few cavalry 
and I think they were honest in. their 
belief, but at that very moment, Gen. 
Ewall, with over nine thousand men 
was four miles in the rear of our main 
army and his cavalry were capturing 
prisons on the outskirts if Fredericks- 


burg. You, my comrades who were 
present will never forget that scene. 
The bright sunlight, the gentle south 


wind, just moving the pine bought so 
sweet with the odor of spring, the°al- 
most, Sabbath like stillness, no sound 
hut the occasional chirping of the birds 
in the trees on the border of the field, 
everythiag was so bright and beautiful 
as we stood in that field togther for the 
last time, that I dreaded any charge 
that might follow. We (the First Bat- 
talion) numbered that day in line about 
When the order is given ‘‘for- 
ward’ every man was touching elbows 


“we had been instructed if necessary to 


fire, to aim low and not fire until we 
saw something th fire ar. All the way 
down the slope till we reached the wood 


on the side of the field the line was per- 
fect and up to that time not more than 
a dozen shots had been fired by the 
skirmish lineésin our front, but all at 
once the word went through the battal- 


ion like wild fire that Washburn of (o. 
F, had been shot through the head and 
instantly kiied. Our line now advanced 


into the woods about 50 yards when 
they were met with a perfect hail of 
lead from a body of men who seemed 
to rise up out of the earth. This was 
our first intimation that the enemy 
was anywhere near us in force. This 
volley was delivered about 4.15 p. m., 
by the Veteran Brigades of Ramsem 


and Pegram of Ewell’s Corps, and its 
effect was most terible. Words cannot 
describe the feelings of the men who 
still remained standing in ‘that line, for 
abput them lay a third of. their com- 
rades dead, dying’ or wounded, the cries 
of pain on all sides, the noise of the 
musketry, the hiss of the deadly mis- 
sive, the bark flying from the trees, 
some few were kneeling and firing in 


the diréction.of the smoke, but only for 


a very short time, but now comes the

demons.;:To Major Shatswell and the 
rest of the regiment t¢o much credit 
cannot be given for thei? brave and he- 
roic stand, pouring a ha and destruct- 
ive fire from their podtion into the 
flank of the enemy, who made two more 


ghting of the First; Maine Heavy 
Artillery on the extreme tright was "er- 
rific. They were pitted against the reb- 
al advance, Soar nanieat by that able 
Gen. J. B. Gordon, who yas obliged to 
use his whole division in prder to break 
through their compact lines, At about 
5.40 p. m., the’ First Maryland Veteran 
regiment, Col. Dushans, returning from 
Veteran furlough came up from Fred- 
ericksburg and this bravejand able offi- 
cer sent his regiment immediately into 
the fight. This appearance of reinforce- 
ments checked the third alvance of the 
enemy, and at 6 p, m., the troops of the 
2nd corps put in an appeaiance, but the 
heavy part of the fighting is over and 
the victory is ours, but at what a fear- 
ful cost. Company. B had 17 Killed or 
wounded, Co. H 12, Co. K.20 and Co. F 
11. The casualties amounied to 203 out 
of 285 in line. 

So many of the bravest and best of 
old Essex were laid low upon that day, 
that it seems almost unfair to single 
out any one of them for special men- 
tion, examples of the whore, but I can- 
not refrain from mentioninig’ the gal- 
lant and brave Rolfe, as he rode so 
fearlessly to his doom. On. the march 
from Belle Plain, he happened to be 
riding near Major Shatswell, to whom 
he said ‘‘Major, I am sure of one thing, 
this fight will be my last,’” Major Shats- 
well tried hard to argue that his chanc- 
es were good to fight miény a battle, 
but it had no effect, and when they 
parted his idea was still tne same. His 
mind was settled that he should lead 
his battalion and he knew no danger. 
His foreboding proved true, for he fell 
at the first advance compktely riddled 
with bullets. Lawrence should never 
forget this gallant soldier and with his 
name I would couple that of the brave 
Capt. J. W. Kimball, commanding Co. 
F, who fell while fighting, rifle in hand 
in front of Petersburg, a month later. 

There was also with us that day a 
young lad from Lawrence, a private in 
the ranks who went to his death like 
one of the martyrs of old. I refer to the 
Major's orderly, George W. Merrew, 
who was in the rear in charge of ‘he 
Major's horses. Although he was 10t 
calledupon to enter the fight upon heair- 
ing of the death of Major Rolfe he eft 
the headquarters in charge of another 
comrade, seized his! musket and started 
for the seene of battle. He fought as 
did many of the boys, till wounde¢ in 
several places he was able to fight no 
longer and as a loving brother camt up 
to him he gaid “Billy, I am all right, go 
back and give it to them again,” and 
so they parted never to meet agai on 
this earth one to the flerd of actionand 
the other to the field of glory. 

One of the saddest duties of my life 


| was to return to the field on the rorn- 


ing of the 20th. We buried our gom- 
rades in a ‘long trench and at their 
heads placed pieces of cracker ,loxes 
with their names and companies, Ev- 
etybody had left the field and yet { lin- 
gered. The birds were singing sweetly 
in the trees close by, as if nacure was 
trying to call my mina Dack to pleas- 
anter thoughs, but now after the ex- 
citement of battle my poor beart was 
almost broken, for under the sod at my 
feet were my comrades, men whom I 
had learned to love, and I thought of 
the many sad hearts at home, when the 
news should reach them, and then 
amongst the rest was one in whose 
veins flowed kindred blood, and when 
I realized that I should have to write 
the sad news to his mother, my grief 
gave way to hatred of those who had 
shot him down, and kneeling there all 
alone upon his grave, I swore a terrible 
oath to revenge his death, forgetting in 
my .anger the Master’s words ‘‘Ven- 
geance is mine, I will repay, saith the 
Lord.” 

But I must enc my story and give 
you a reason why it should have been 
told, To my old comrades it is the offer- 
ing of a leaf from Auld Lang Syne. To 
my young comrades of the Spanish war 
and fellow members of the Volunteer 
Militia, it is given as an incentive that 


when called upon at a critical time to | 


face fearful odds, there, is only one 
thing for a true American soldier to do, 
and that is to stand at his post of,duty, 
even though it cost him his life.

On every field of battle from Quebec 
to Yorktown, the blood = of Massachu- 
setts men was spilled, and when the 
haughty Cornwallis finally yielded up 
his sword to the despised farmers in 
homespun and leather, it »was received 
by captors, two out of three of whom 
were New Englandémen and the great- 
er part from Massachusetts. | John Ad- 
ams helped to draft the Declaration of 
Independence and John Hancock was 
the first to sign it, A Massachusetts 
man nominated George Washington to 
be commander-in-chief of the army and 
under the spreading elm at Cambridge 
he assumed that great duty, .and so I 
might continue to indicate the part 
taken and played by Massachusetts 
men in every great event of. our coun- 
try's history, but the name and honor 
of her sons is secure and. we have no 
worthier duty than to honor them 
today. 

A distinguished southern statesman, 
a short time ago, called ‘attention to 
what he termed the alarming increase 
of the pension roll of the survivors of 
the Civil War and pointed to the fact 
that vast numbers were waiting to be 
added to the list. Asking for the mo- 
ment, where was he when these brave 
men went forth to save the Union, 
which he now is so solicitous ‘about, 
may I not call his attention to the pa- 
thetic increase of the death roll of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and to the 
vast number of new flags which are 
yearly added to the Grand Army of the 
silent? May I not call his attention to 
the fact that the turning point has 
come in life’s journey—the time when 
those who are mustered in are as noth- 
ing-to those who are mustered out? 
That there are pensioned in a week less 
than the number who pass away in a 
day; that time and again tardy justice 
has come when the recipient has gone 
on to his final summons? May I not 
remind him that the soldiers of. the 
rebellion have reached the point where 
life’s burdens are the heaviest; where 
the downward steps need most the 
strong right arm and where the debt 
of a nation’s gratitude can best be ré- 
paid? That the soldiers of ‘61 are 
wholly responsible for a united country 
an undivided nation and the blessings 
of universal peace and prosperity, that 
the sacrifices they made and the deeds 
they performed are not easily recom. 
pensed by a country for which they did 
so much. On the contrary, who shal 
say that the old soldier who needs ai¢ 
and deserves it, too, shall have it with- 
held by the government which hesaved? 
I rejoice at the bond of peace and good 
will which seems to have united the 
country more firmly from one end to 
the other. I rejoice that the Missis- 
sippi no longer bounds the Western re- 
serve arid that Mason and Dixon’s line 
is no longer easy to trace. I mark 
with pleasure that a Massachusetts 
regiment can pass through Baltimore 
assailed by flowers instead of bullets 
and be met by cheering multitudes in- 
stead of angry mobs. TI note the dis- 
tinguished courtesy shown and the loy- 
al reception given President McKinley 
as he has accepted the hospitality of 
the capitol of the confederacy. I note 
the many evidences of a return to the 
old spirit which united us in ’76 against 
a common enemy, but I cannot but feel 
that hefore he raised his hand against 
the flag-and sought to place for stripes 
the bars, and for the brilliant stars the 
single one of treason, should wait be- 
fore a pension, until every deserving 
old soldier of the Rebellion has been 
made comfortable in his declining years 
When the conflict was ended and you 
came home to take up life’s cares where 
you dropped them, at the call of duty 
and your country, a grateful nation and 
thankful Commonwealth indicated that 
the soldiers and sailors who fought for 
the Union, should be remembered 
when in trouble or distress, and I am 
one of those who feel that the debt:can 
never be discharged until every com- 
rade is receiving his just dues. 

My object today must not be, how- 
ever, to rehearse before you the ° oft- 
told story of the causes and events 
which led up to and precipitated the 
war of the Rebellion. The pen of the 
historian and the story of the survivor 
have sufficed to place before us the 
most minute details and there is little 
left to»be desired in.the way of knowl- 
edge. I shall not attempt to follow in 
succession the continuous train of 
events which succeeded each other in 
the five years of strife. for our time is 
too brief. I am disposed rather to al- 
lude to the results which have attended 
the conclusion of that great conflict. 

Great crises have invariably devel~ 
oped great men. At the outbreak of 
the war, who imagined that the tall, 
uncouth lawyer, of homely speech and 
plainest ways, of humble birth and sim- 
plest manners would becume the great 
leader -and  emancipator? Who 
dreamed that under the rough exterior 
there lay the qualities -which make 
men famous for all time? And yet the 
war developed this plain country law- 
yer into the most distinguished man of 
our times—Abraham Lincoln. What 
might have been an uneventful admin- 


| istration and a president of little note, 


became the most-important epoch of 
our country’s history and produced the 
grandest man of our day and genera- 
tion. Who could have foreseen in times 
of peace the dashing bravery which 
carried Sheridan into the hearts of the 
people? In the quiet retiring Sherman 
the indomitable pluck which later car- 
ried him with irresistible force from 

Atlanta to the sea; in the steadygoing 

Meade, the magnificent leadership 

which ‘repulsed the 

North at Gettysburg, and on Round 

Top and Misionary Ridge turned back 

the rising and turbulent tide of rebel- 

lion; or -in the taciturn and yet deter- 
mined young lieutenant those thor- 
oughly unusual qualities of the iron 
hand,-the unflinching nerve, the pene- 
trating eye and the tremendous con- 
centration of jaggressive energy which 
so distinguished Ulysses a. Grant? 
Yet the close of the conflict found 
these men and many more with their 
names and fame firmly placed in the 
heart of a nation’s gratitude, on the 
tablet of enduring..history and before 
the eyes of the world, as men of the 
hour whom great‘events had developed 
as leaders of their time. Pausing not 
in the hour of trial and anger they 
pressed on and with valor and courage 
won the day. Well may they say of the 

God of battles, who watcheth over the 

destinies of nations, 

“They have seen him in the watclhfires 
of a hundred circling ¢amps; | 
They have builded him an altar in the 
evening’s dews and damps —- 

He has sounded forth the trumpet 

which shall never call retreat, | 

He is sifting out the hearts of\men 

before his judgment seat.’

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° Good Cookery - 
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CONCERNING BEANS, 
(By Christine Terhune Herrick.) 

A certuin bachelor housekeeper used 
to say that he felt particularly virtuous 
whenever he orderel buked beans for 
breakfast or luncheon,. Although of 
Pilgrim parentage, he was not especfally 
fond of the New England dish, but he 
was always encouraged in its consump- 
tion by the thought of the high nutritive 
walue of the food. “Eighty per cent. 
nutritive! Mighty per cemt. nutritive!"’ 
he would say Over and over to himself as 
he champed the beans, His palatemight 
not be gratified, but his @ietetic right- 
eousness sustained. him, ‘ 

The bean advocates make a great 
blunder, however, when they include all 
sorts and conditions of beans, new or 
old, fresh er dried, inone sweeping com- 
mendation. There is a great difference 
in the amount of nutrition in the various 
scions of the family of legumes, The 
most palatable among the most easily 
digested members are probably fresh 
green peas and young and Itender string 
beans, but they do not eq@al in nutritive 
value the fresh Lima beans. These last, 
however, are adimost impossible of di- 
gestion When they have become old and 
hardened. 

The bean, par excellénee, in New Eng- 
land is the small, white kidney bean, 
which forms-really a staple of dietin the 
hill farm housres, where fresh meat is 
literally far off and hard to find, The 
farmer, his family, and “help” seem 
never to Weary of boiled or baked beans, 
and the stranger views with wonder the 
quantity consumed by the native. 

“I never knew there were so many 
beans in the world as I have séen eaten 
during the past week,” sighed a city 
woman Who had sought country rest and 
found country fare in a Berkshire farm- 
stead, 

Fortunate is it for the people thus fed 
that the beans are not only nutritious 
in themselves, but that with unconscious 
science the farmer's wife balances the 
nitrogenous and starchy matterin which 
the beans are rich by cooking with them 
the salt pork which supplies the neces- 
sary proportion of energy-producing fat. 

The chief disadvantage of the bean it- 
self lies in the leathery outer husk which 
under somhe circumstances is absolute- 
ly indigestible, and in the case of dried 
beans always requires not only prolonged 
boiling, but a lengthy preliminary soak- 
ing. The beans are, of course, much 
more readily digested when the husk is 
entirely removed, and for this reason the 
split beans are much more wholesome 
than the ordinary dried white or black 
beans, It is possible to remove the husks 
from the latter, and 4 recipe is given be- 
low for a dish in which the beans have 
been submitted to this process, The 
savory combinations for which direc- 
tions are also given prove that it is 
possible to convert the homely vegetable 
—acountry Gousin—into a mew and pleas- 
ing acquaintance whom even dwellers in 
cities may be glad to welcome to their 
tables. 

SPLIT PEAS PUDDING, 

Soak two cups of split peas over night, 
In the morning put them into a double 
boiler with water to cover them. Slice 
one onion with them, and cook all to- 
gether for a couple of hours, or until the 
peas are soft. Drain, rub through a 
colander, season with jpépper and salt, 
and beat in a tablespoonful of nelted 
M@itterund two eggs, whipped light, Turn 
intoa butteredmould, boil one hour, turn 
outanidserve. The pudding is sliced and 
eaten With a Vegetable. <A good white 
sauce isan excellent addition tothe dish. 

BEANS A LA LYONNAISE. 

Soak ‘the beans over night in cold 
water (o Which you have added the tiniest 
pinch of common Washing soda, In the 
morning pat them over the fire in fresh 
cold water. Bring slowly to the boil, 
turn the water off, and put On more, also 
cold, Cook until the beans are tender, 
but nct beyoken, Turn into a colander, 
sprinkle With a little salt and leave at 
the side of the stove to. dry. Heatina 
frying pan a large tablespoonful of good 
dripping—that from beef or from bacon 
is best—brown in it half an onion, grat- 
ed, or minced fine, and when the fat is 
very hot, turn in the beans. Shakéthem 
around in the fatabout two minutes, or 
until they are hot through: season with 


galt and a generous allowance of pepper, 

sprinkle over alla tablespoonful of para- 

ley cut Very fine, and serve. : 
SAVORY BAKED BEANS. 

Soak and boll the beans as directed in 
the preceding recipe. Brown a minced 
onion in a tablespoonful of butter, and 
mix these with the beans, which you 
should previously have drained dry and 
salted. Put half the beans in the bottom 
of a baking dish, Cover them, spread 
half a cup of stewed tomatoes, fresh or 
canned, and on this the rest of the 
beans. Repeat the layer of tomatoes, 
and moisten all with a cupful of well- 
seasoned gravy or soup-stock. Sprinkle 
the top with bread-crumbs, pepper and 
palt, dot with bits of butter, and bake, 
covered, three-quarters of an hour, Un- 
cover and brown, ty 

FRICASSEED BEANS. 


cupful of good brown gravy from roast 
beef, veal or fowl, Drain the water from 
the beans, leaving them in the pot, Pour 
over them the gravy, season with salt, 
pepper, a half-teaspoonful of onion 
juice and a teaspoonful of minced pars- 
ley. Let the beans simmer in the gravy 
10 or 15 minutes, and serve in a hot dish, 
with the gravy about the beans.

. FIG CAKE. 

Silver part—Two cups sugar, two- 
thirds cup butter, not quite two-thirds 
cup sweet milk, whites of eight eggs, 
three heaping teaspoonfuls baking pow- 
der:thoroughly sifted with three cups 
flour, Stir sugar and butter toacream, 
add milk and flour, and last the whites 
of the eggs. Gold part—Ong cup sugar, 
three-fourths cup butter, half cup sweet 
milk, one and a half cups flour, yolks of 
seven and one whole egg thoroughly 
beaten, one teaspoonful allspice, and 
cinnamon till you can taste it. Bake 
both white and gold parts in long tins 
of the same sizt. Bake the white in two 
tins, the-gold in one. Put half of the 
golden mixture in the tin and Jay on one 
pound of halved figs (previously sifted 
over with flour), so that they will just 
touch each other; put over the rest of the 
mixture. and bake. Put the cakes to- 
gether with the frosting while warm, 
the goid between the white ones, and 
cover with frosting. 
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VEGETABLE SOUP. 

Cut into half-inch dice sufficient carrot 
and turnip to measure one-third of a 
cupful each; ‘cut into half-inch pieces 
celery. to Measure one-half of a cupful 
dice, one and one-half cupfuls raw po- 
tato, and slice one-half of a white onion. 
In a stew pan put three tablespoonfuls 
of butter, add the carrot,, turnip, celery 
and onion, cover and cook for five min- 
utes, then, add one quart of water and 
boil steadily for an hour, beating occa- 
sionally with a spoon to break up the 
vegetables. Add salt and pepper to taste, 
one tablespoonful finely-chopped pars- 
ley, and serve.

quarter of a century after the struggle, 
it seems that out of the mighty ocean 
that chants a ceaseless requiem over 
the watery graves of our sailors who 
fell upon the decks of our naval vessels 
and from out of the sands of the Caro- 
linas and Virginias where our soldiers 
fell on fields stricken for human rights, 
from out of the windowless habitations 
under the embracing vines and tearful 
willows and the sighing pines of the 
southern mountains, from out of our 
cemeteries everywhere come appeals 
and gentiments more eloquent than 
words. 

_ The widows and their orphans com- 
mitted to the care of the country saved 
from the clutches of treason; the monu- 
‘ments and cenotaphs pointing toward 
the peaceful sky of their native land no 
longer rent by the shock of embattled 
arms, keep green and perennial the 
memory of their sacrifices in the holy 
cause of national freedom. , And this 
Memorial day with its commemorative 
ceremonials shall proclaim to succes- 
sive generations the fascinating story 
of patriotism and valor of the heroes 
who fought for the preservation of the 
union, For “On Fame’s eternal camp- 
ing ground, their ‘silent tents are 
pitched.” While this is a duty anda 
sweet solemn privilege to place our flo- 
ral offerings upon the graves that. hold 
eacred the ashes of the nation’s dead 
defenders, there is beyond. our votive 
garlands a higher duty to he performed 
by the living. 

‘We may not hope to move the dead 
by angelic eloquence;.. for they have 
fought their last battle; they . are at 
rest on the other shore with 4 light and 
beauty upon their faces never seen here 
neither on land or sea; their eyes. will 
never again gleam or flash at the 
photted cannon's roar nor swell at the 
echo of embattled guns. They have 
bequeathed to the living a sacred hert- 
tage sealed? by their blood on a hundred 
battle fields. The solemn and tran- 
scending questions still press on us to- 
day. Shall we make permanent” the 
results .of. the, war,..or let them perish 


by the ravishing influences of - time?:}; 


/ JWhat- stronghold have you-taken that 
ou are. not.required . to hold .. today? 
What principles have you fought for on 
bloody fields that you are not. called 
upon to maintain? If you could pause 
for a moment and turn back the hand 
upon the dial until you reach Novem- 
ber, 1860, you. will find that every free 
state in the union had been carried by 
Lincoln except New Jersey, thereby de- 
claring that the nation could not sur- 
vive half slave and half free; and that 
congréss had the ‘constitutional power 
to legislate upon slavery in the territo- 
ries, The slave power at the south had 
Jost the greatest battle in its political 
history; secession and disunion was to 
bring peace, hope, independence, liberty 
power and prosperity to. what was called 
the sovereign states of the south. A 
new government was to be established 
on this continent with slavery for its 
corner stonee, ‘ : ; 
' The people of the north began to con- 
gider.the crisis of the hour. . They said 
What was to become of our national 
wntoh; what of thé constitution and the 
jgreat powers it gave the nation? What 
is to be done with our ' treaties with 
foreign powers?” ‘Who will 1. be,” 
asked the patriotic citizens, “To whom 
jwill I owe allegiance? What is to be- 
‘come of the history of my country, 'the 
\traditions of my fathers, the monu- 
ments erected to the heroes of my coun- 
itry; what is to become of all these 
things? Where shall we place them, I 
lao longer an American citizen? My 
‘country divided and disrupted by trea-

Very few recognized and appreciated

ed qualities as a leader. In front and 
down. through the fertile valleys, the 
army of Napoleon had hurled itself 
with terrific force upon the legions of 
King George. It had been repulsed and 
thrown back in confusion only to re- 
turn with redoubled energy, the slain 
in the little valley literally bridging 
the way for the crossing of their com- 
rades. In the little farm yard of Hu- 
gomont hard by, the most desperate 
conflict of modern ‘times had taken 
place. Men fought.in mortal hand to 
hand combat, terrific, earnest, deadly. 
Through the little gate had tried to 
come the French and back they had 
been hurled by the Englisn. Could Na- 
poleon have gained an entrance the day 
might have. been his. The sun rose to 
its height and descending still saw the 
roar and carnage of the conflict. It 
was the batlefield of Waterloo, The 
star of Napoleon was that day to go 
down from the firmament in which it 
had risen, the destiny of a nation was 
that day to be changed and pages add- 
ed to the world’s history.-In the valley 
and in the field the slain were numbered 
by the thousand, In unknown graves 
they sleep there now the sleep which 
knows no waking. No loving hands 
come with each recurring season to 
strew the ground with nature’s dia- 
dem; no loving friends to keep sacred 
the spot where lie so’ many of the le- 
gions of the emperor and the king, The 
grass grows green, the farmer plows 
the land, the seasons come and go, and 
only the guide may tell the tourist of 
the scenes enacted thereabout. 

Not so at Gettysburg. I stood the 
other day by thestone wall facing the 
field across which came Pickett and his 
men in their desperate charge. I could 
but feebly picture the events which took 
place on that hot July day, but from 
the comrades of the Grand Army who 
were with me, I was enabled to gain 
some idea of the force and character. I 
could well imagine the desperate en- 
ergy which sought to break down the 
barriers and make the invasion of the 
North a possibility. I could see Lee and 
Longstreet straining every nerve in this 
tremendous attempt to start the pro- 
cession of slaveholders for the roll call 
on Bunker Hill. On every hand he had 
met the. steady, unyielding lines of 
New England men, who were there. to 
ttand as their fathers had stood. for 
the repulse of every attack upon their 
country’s honor. In front of the field, 
across which came the invader, re- 
spectful hands have reared a monu- 
ment, fair to look upon and stately in 
proportion, to mark the deeds, the valor 
and the patriotism of the men who, at 
the high water mark of the rebellion, 
indicated the spot where the tide should 
turn, ‘The open book upon the stone 
tells us in enduring letters of the part 
the Union men played in the great 
tragedy enacted at its base. .Its silent 
leaves, chiselled in: the enduring mar- 
ble, make for all time a memorial 
which shall tell to nations and peoples 
yet unborn, the part you performed at 
this great crisis of our nation’s history. 
On the hill top, near by the spot where 
they fell, sleep the unknown dead. The 
rising sun throws its first bright beams 
on the eminence and descending sends 
its glittering rays upon the hallowed 
spot, seemingly a benediction of light 
from above upon the soldier's silent 
tent. 

What was enacted at Gettysburg, 
however, was equally true of the cour- 
ageous spirit which inspired our sol- 
diers through all the dangers and dis- 
asters, the darkness and the doubt of 
the whole war. In the swamps of the 
Chickahominy, in the bayou of Louis- 
jana. with Banks ‘On the Red River, at 
Vicksburg, at bloody Shiloh, in the 
fearful struggle in the Wilderness, at 
Antietam bridge, at. Petersburg and 
Fredericksburg and from Atlanta to 
the sea, men stood nobly for their 
country and its honor. You, Mr. Com- 
mander, and comrades are today the 
remnant of that vast Grand Army 
which is mustering in smaller numbers 
as the years go by. “You come together 
once more, touching elbows closer, to 
perform the’ sacred duties assigned to 
the living, and we are forcibly remind- 
ed that 
“The muffled: drum’s sad roll has beat 

The soldier’s last tattoo; 

No more on life’s parade shall meet 

The brave and fallen few. 

The sunshine of their native sky 

Smiles sadly.on them here, 

And kindred eyes and hearts watch by 

The heroes’ sepulchre.”’ 


The traveler who has seen the coun- 
tries of the old world cannot have failed 
to notice the evidences of ‘wars and 
conflicts which have raged from time 
immemorial. National pride manifests 
itself on every hand in the enduring 
marble and bronze, in which are por- 
trayed the distinguished generals and 
leaders of the times gone by. Every 
thought and every energy seems to 
have been set forth to perpetuate the 
leader and his fame. From Trafalgar 
square in London, rises thé towering 
shaft from . whose top looks out the 
conquering and powerful Nelson, the 
pride of England’s heart; under the 
magnificent dome of the Invalides and 
among the people he loved so well, lies 
in magnificent state the great Napoleon. 
In Germany, the commanding figure 
and form of: Frederick the Great meet 
the eye onevery hand, while in Italy 
the imposing form of Victor Immanuel 
adorns the public park and square.

What, there- 
fore, shall be too good for me to say 
of the members of the Women’s - Re- 
lief Corps? Shall I not wish them the 
best of God’s blessings and comfort? 
~ On this eternal day of the springtime 
when earth js adorned with all of na- 
ture’s brightest gifts, when the fields 
give forth their beauty and when 
everything has sprung to newness of 
life, we go to honor the memory of the 
fallen dead. Surrounded by friends and 
neighbors, willing hands and sympa- 
thetic hearts will go with you to assist 
in the tender ceremonies you are about 
to perform. The solemn dirge and its 
pleading refrain will go with the gentle 
wind to unite in a requiem for those 
who sleep; the light and the shadow 
will play over us as we stand upon the 
precarious foothold of our existence, 
the night will come and we shall pass 
on to await the coming of another Me- 
morial day. Today a nation pauses in 
its march, lays side its busy hum and 
roar, and honors the memory of the 
heroic dead who sleep in countless 
numbers from east to west. The. fra- 
grant flowers will once mark the spot 
where rest the comrades who have gone 
before and the bright stars and bril- 
liant stripes will wave from countless 
hilltops and valleys, A lesson too, comes 
to us with each succeding Memorial 
day. We _ need not the vision of the 
prophet to tell us that one of these 
days. the duty to be performed by you 
this morning must devolve upon the 
young men who are coming to take 
your places. But I am constrained to 
think’ that the men who have left us 
the inheritance of freedom, have also 
left behind them in influence and ex- 
ample which will prove a most certain 
incentive to every class of citizens in 
the future. to see that the memory. of 
every soldier and sailor of the Rebel- 
lion is properly and fittingly honored. 

We are gathered together today a 
free and united people—I trust, a happy 
and contented community. Through a 
century full of events which have held 
the attention of the world with success 
attending our arms in every conflict, 
withscience and invention working rev- 
olutions among men, we are coming to 
the close of an era ~which will be 
marked for all time. I congratulate 
the comrades before me on the part 
they have played in the great events 
which have gone into, history. I thank 
God for the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, and as they come to the declining 
years of life’s journey, may their last 
days be their best, may friends rise up 
on the right and on the left, may the 
choicest of earth’s blessings be theirs,

The 
grammar school prize went to Frank 
Bodvjell; the freshman one to Ernest 
Gaut; the sophomore to Corporal Er- 
nest Russell; the junior to Ser- 
geant Henry F. Perkins; the senior 
to Ward P. Gammons, and the prize 
for the best drilled cadet in the three 
upper classes, excluding the winner of 
the senior class prize, went to Corporal 
Ernest Russell. These last two prizes 
are permanent medals, while the others 
are primary ones. When three primarv 
medals have been won the winner will 
be given a permanent medal.
